Roy M. Cohn returned yester- 
day to Federal Court, the scene 
of his earliest triuni phs as a 
young, vigorous prosecutor. 
This time, however, he appeared 
as an incensed defendant.

Roy M. Cohn yesterday chal* 
lenged U. S. Attorney Robert M- 
Morgenthau to personally prose- 
cute him on charges of perjury 
and obstructing justice. 

Cohn, who was chief counsel to 
the Senate Permanent Investiga- 
tions subcommittee under the late 
Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy, hurled 
his defy after pleading not guilty 
to a 10-count Federal grand jury 
Indictment. 

After entering the plea before 
Judge Dudley B. Bonsai, Cohn 
Issued a statement citing 11 in- ; 
Stances to establish what he de- 
scribed aa Morgenthau’* deter- 
mination “to get me." 

Cohn, in a series of written and 
oral statements, fired several ver- 
bal blasts at the White House, 
called the charges “trumped up" 
and accused Morgenthau of “an 
attempt to pander to the long- 
standing prejudice of his superi- 
ors." 

“The feeling here is that some- 
body up there doesn’t like me," 
he remarked. 

Asserting the Justice Depart- 
ment was spending hundreds of 
tho usands dollars in its in- 
vestigation of his affairs, Cohn 


demanded a hearing before an im- 
partial board, such as a Bar Assn, 
committee or Senate Judiciary 
Committee to air his charges that 
Morgenthau was motivated by 
“personal animus and a desire 
for political revenge.” 

AT MORGKNTHAITS request 
Judge Bonsai ordered the 36-year- 
old Cohn fingerprinted. Bonsai 
agreed, also at Morgenthau’s re- 
quest, to release Cohn on his own 
recognizance — without bail pend- 
ing trial. 

In hi* statement to the press, 
Cohn charged Morgenthau had 
paid thousands to “an Interna- 
tional bounty hunter" to get him. 
Cohn insisted he would ultimate- 
ly name the “hunter” whom he 
described as a private detective — 
only under oath before an impar- 
tial hearing board. 

Cohn further charged that 
“word was spread through Fed- 
eral Detention Headquarters in 
I this area that any prisoner willing 
to tell his story implicating me 
could look forward to mitigation 
of his sentence or perhaps free- 
dom.” 

HE CLAIMED th e Interna l 
Revenue Service was oVaered \o 
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When he called for a hearing 
before an Impartial board which 
should have **no connection with 
Morgenthau or those above or 
below him/* Cohn was asked 
whether he was referring to At- 
tomey General Robert F. Ken- 
nedy. 

"Mr. Kennedy la Mr. Morgen- 
thau’s superior/* he replied. "You 
can draw your own con elusions. 1 *

when asked whether President 
Kennedy or the Attorney Gen- 
eral played gay jpart in the events 
leading up to his indictment r 


Aa for Robert Kennedy, Cohn 
replied: - 

"History speaks for itself. I 
have never been invited to any 
of his swimming parties."

He said he was directed to In-

About 200 persons milled about 
the courthouse steps when Cohn 
arrived to plead to charges of 
complicity in a plot to prevent 
indictment of four manipulators 
of United Dye and Chemical Corp. 
stock. The fraudulent manipula- 
tions cost the public $5,000,000. 

"This fes the biggest crowd 
since the Arm y -McCarthy hear- 
ings," Cohn said. He was accom- 
panied by his counsel, Thomas 
Bo Ian, a law associate. Facing 
fudge Bonsai, Cohn said, "I plead
